AUingham's new Lecture Hall was inaugur- 
ated last "month with a grand concert, under 
Chas. Halle's direction, in which he, Mr. Car- 
rodus, violinist, Miss Banks and Laura Baxter 
made great success. " The Harmonious -Black- 
smith," by Halle alone, received an encore, he 
playing it with grand variations. 

L' Independence Beige tells big stories about ' 
one Zoni, who is asserted to imitate with his 
voice nearly all instruments perfectly, and make 
several heard at the same time, like an orchestra. 
Dr. Wylde comes back to London from his 
Italian tour, fully stocked with ancient music 
for his Gresham lectures. 

Linas Mavterelli created a furore in Jullien's 
Dublin Exhibition concerts, with " Voi che sa- 
pete," beside trifles in catch music. 

The attendance upon the recent Norwich fes- 
tival foots up 8,361, against 8,111 in '63, and 
7,837 in '60. Similar comparison of gross re- 
ceipts gave £4,755 this year, against £4,380 in 
'63, and £4,450 in '60. The Grand Ball produced 
£620, or £235 beyond that in '63. The serai- 
royal visit cost nearly; £700 extra, however, and 
the surplus for charity will, therefore, not exceed 
£1,000. In '63 it was £1,200. 

Tho Crystal Palace concerts attract close : ob- 
servance now from critics, who find in the crowds 
that attend and heartily applaud Manns' grand 
orchestra, and the excellent vocal or instrumental 
accessories there provided for admiring dilet- 
tanti, abundant confirmation of their strongest 
eulogisms upon them.

Alfred Mellon 's three month's season of con- 
certs at Covent Garden Opera House, closed with 
November, and his " Der Freischutz " selections, 
with soloists like Reynolds — cornet — Winter- 
bottom — bassoon — and Hughes — ophicleide, not 
only wound up a brilliant three months' season 
with eclat, but moreover increased Mellon's 
reputation for management of such interweav- 
ings. 

Signor and Mme. Marchesi's concert at Col- 
ogne on November 18th, was signalized by new 
songs from Herr F. Hitler's pen, written for 
three female voices and sung by eighteen pupils 
of his Conservatoire. 

The Philharmonic Society of London have 
chosen Mr. Stanley Lucas for^their Secretary, to 
replace Mr. C. Clarke, resigned, and fixed the 
dates of their concerts so as to commence on 
March 11th and close July 1st, 1867, but no men- 
tion is yet made of their new conductor. 

Mile. Leibhart made a new waltz by Signor 
Fravanti very effective at Mellon's concert, as it 
was eminently melodious and taking in her vet- 
sion. 

Ainbroise Thomas's new opera, " Mignon," is 
highly praised by Parisian critics on its produc- 
tion at POpera Comique,and Galli-Marie's crea- 
tion of " Mignon," excites their heartiest eulo- 
gies.
